Another great damage done by the 
sectarianism and bigotry of the church 
is that it disgusts people with tin* 
Christian religion. Now. my friends, 
the Church of Go.l was never la traded 
form war barrack. People are afraid 
of a riot. You go down the street ami 
you see an excitement and missies 
Hying through the air, aud you 
hear the shock of tin arms. Do you 
the peaceful and indu-trious citi/.en. 
go through that street. Oh. no! yon 
will say, "I'll go around the block." 
Now. men come and look upon the uar- 
row path to Heaven, ami sometimes 
see the ecclesiastical brickbats flying 
every whither, and they say. "Well. 
I guess I'll take the broad road; there 
it so much sharpshooting on the 
narrow road, I guess I'll try the broad 
road!'' 

Francis I. so haled the Lutherans 
that he said that if he thought there 
w as one drop of Lutheran hUmd in his 
veins he would runcture them anil let 
that drop out. Just as long as there 
is so much hostility between denomi- 
nation and denomination, or betweeu 
one professed Christian and another, 
or betts-een one chureh and another, so 
long men will be disgusted with the 
Christian religion, ami sav. "If that is 
religion 1 want none of it" 

Again, bigotry and sectarianism do 
great damage in the fact tuat they hin- 
der the triumph of the Gospel. Oh, 
how much wasted ammunition! How- 
many men of splendid intellect have 
given their whole life to controversial 
disputes when, if they had given their 
life to something practical, they might 
have been vastly useful! Suppose, 
while I tpeak, t lie re were a coinmou 
enemy coming up the bay, and all the 
forts around the harbor began firing 
into each other -you would cry out: 
"National suicide! Why don't those 
forts blaze away in one direction and 
that against the common enemy?'' 

And yet I sometimes see in the 
church of the Lord Jesus Christ a 
strange thing goingon; church against 
church, minister against miuister, de- 
nomination against denomination, 
firing awav into their own fort, or the 
fort which ought to be on the same 
side, instead of concentrating their 
energy and giving oue mighty and 
everlasting volley against the navies 
of darkness riding up through the 
bay.
